Record Attendance Seen for 
International Conference 


G.. ready Sha’ar Zahavniks! An ex- 
pected 500 gay and lesbian Jews from 
around the world willarrive in San Fran- 
cisco over Memorial Day weekend for 
the 12th International Conference of Gay 
and Lesbian Jews. This conference 
promises to be truly international in fla- 
vor as 32 people from Europe (represent- 
ing England, France, the Netherlands, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Germany) 
have already registered. Additionally, 
we have one registrant from Budapest, 
one from New Zealand, and two from 
the Soviet Union. (Our two from the 
Soviet Union do need some financial 
assistance in getting here from New York 
City. To make a donation, call Eric Keitel 
at 239-8180.) Over 15 people are coming 
from Canada, and we expect a few to be 
here from Israel. One English attendee 
will be filming parts of the conference 
for a documentary she’s making on gay 
and lesbian Jews which will be aired on 
“Out on Tuesday,” a gay programshown 
on British mainstream television. 

Approximately 40 exciting workshops 
are to be offered at the conference. The 
workshop committee has tracked them 
into four areas—our world, organiza- 
tions, arts and rituals, and our health 
and families. Asampling of these work- 
shops include Update on Eastern 
Europe—(with a panel including Harry 
Kney-tal, Israel’s consul general to San 
Francisco, and Gyorgy, a Jewish gay man 
from Budapest), A Worldwide Response 
to AIDS (film footage of the recent AIDS 
Quilt trip to Israel will be shown), Be- 
coming a Parent, Being a Synagogue 
Leader, and Gay and Lesbian Theater. 

By early April, two months before the 
conference, approximately 320 people 
have already registered. All indications 
are that many more will register by the 
conference’s opening. This promises to 
be the largest International Conference 
of Gay and Lesbian Jews. 

A busy conference committee of 23 
people is hard at work putting together 


the weekend's activities, most of which 
will take place at the Golden Gateway 
Holiday Inn on Van Ness Avenue. The 
conference opens on Friday evening 
with registration and a hospitality suite 
at the hotel. At 8:30, our Shabbat ser- 
vices will be held at Congregation 
Sherith Israel on California and Webster 
Streets, an eight-block walk from the 
hotel. The evening’s guest sermonizer is 
Rabbi Sharon Kleinbaum, a graduate of 
the Reconstructionst Rabbinic College 
and the director of UAHC’s Religious 
Action Center for Reform Judaism in 
Washington, D.C. An oneg will follow 
the service. 

On Saturday morning, conference at- 
tendees may choose among four Shabbat 
services. Two workshop sessions and a 
luncheon will consume the late morn- 
ing and afternoon. After a few hours of

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Book Review 


Living Each Day, by Rabbi Abraham J. 
Twerski, M.D., The ArtScroll Series, Meso- 
rah Publications, Ltd., Brooklyn. 416 pp. 
$15.95 hard cover/$12.95 paperback. 


Here is a book to savor each and every 
day of the year. Written in simple, non- 
technical language, the author has culled 
from our Jewish tradition a wealth of 
wise counsel to facilitate daily spiritual 
growth. The bookis beautifully designed, 
with easy-to-read type. 

Rabbi Twerski is founder and medi- 
cal director of Gateway Rehabilitation 
Center for the treatment of alcohol and 
drug addiction in Aliquippa, Penn., and 
is currently Associate Clinical Professor 
of Psychiatry at the University of Pitts- 
burgh School of Medicine. He is a fine 
chassidic scholar, and writes with warmth 
and compassion. 

This spiritual guide is written in a 
convenient daily format organized 
around the Jewish calendar. For each 
Hebrew date, the corresponding secu- 
lar date is given. For each day, the author 
has selected a brief prayer, a passage 
from the Scriptures, and a pithy saying 
from the writings of the sages, followed 
by his thoughtful, incisive comments. 
Space is given on each page for notes. In 
addition to the daily inspirational mes- 
sages, at the end of the book are brief 
discourses on each of the weekly 
parashah. 

The aim of the book is an effort to 
give access to the concepts of spiritual- 
ity and character development through 
our “vast treasury of tefillah—iiturgy and 
prayer—that forms our avodah, and from 
Torah—both the Scriptures and the 
works of the Sages.” The book is replete 
with the need for teshuvah and the im- 
portance of daily striving for overall 
perfection. 

His mode of writing is traditional, 
using non-egalitarian language, but I 
found this easy to overlook. 

As an example of Rabbi Twerski’s 
commentary, the following is taken for 
the date of Cheshvan 3 (October 11, 
1991): 

“You Shall Be Holy, For I, Your G-D, 
Am Holy (Leviticus 19:2) 

“Some Torah commentaries interpret 
the term ‘shall’ in the above passage not 
in its imperative sense, but as a state- 
ment of fact. It does not mean ‘you must 
be holy,’ but rather, ‘you will be holy.’ 


“Inasmuch as the soul of [a person] is 
identified with G-d..., it is a matter of 
fact that [one] must ultimately achieve 
holiness. Since this is inevitable, why 
delay it by indulgence in behavior that 
detracts from holiness? 

“If we find ourselves in despair of 
achieving holiness, and believe that we 
have strayed too far to be close to G-d, 
then we must remember that such de- 
spair is delusional. If we are not yet one 
with G-d, we eventually will be so.” 

Perhaps the following passage from 
the publisher’s forward summarizes this 
wonderful book: 

“The Torah’s message and the phi- 
losophy of its great exponents speak to 
us all. In a stressful, often chaotic age, 
we need their wise counsel and mellow- 
ing experience. If we can deal 
intelligently with the present, then we 
will manage to repent what we must of 
the past and lay the groundwork for the 
future. 

“Living each day is no easy matter 
nowadays, but Living Each Day will make 
it much more enjoyable, pleasant and 
worthwhile.”

By-Laws/Elections 


The Va’ad has approved and placed on 
the annual meeting agenda a number of 
by-laws changes including making the 
presidential term two years, creating a 
second vice president position and re- 
vising the terms of Va’ad members to 
three years.

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The March meeting was spent primari- 
ly on routine business. For his D’var 
Torah, Rabbi Kahn began the meeting 
with an analogy between our work as 
leaders of the congregation and the 
week’s Torah portion on the building of 
the Sanctuary in the wilderness. Our 
tasks are part of an ongoing project and 
we are always building, though some- 
times we have the sense that we will 
never finish, or we’re not sure where 
we're going. 

Brett Trueman reported favorably on 
our financial situation. Thanks to a 
combination of expense-cutting mea- 
sures and the special assessment on 
members, we no longer anticipate a 
deficit at the end of the year, and may 
even show a small surplus. The Va’ad 
discussed fundraising in future years, 
and looked at how other sibling con- 
gregations (such as Beth Chayim 
Chadashim in Los Angeles) handle this. 
The Finance Committee will be putting 
together proposals for revenue en- 
hancements and will present them to 
the Va’ad at a future meeting. 

Mike Rankin distributed copies of the 
UAHC Northern California Council Re- 
gional Newsletter for February 1991, 
which focused on the Committee on 
AIDS. He asked the Va’ad to vote in 
April on a resolution included with his 
written report, asking President Bush to 
end discrimination against gays and 
lesbians serving in the armed forces. 
Judy Schwartz presented four individu- 
als for membership who were accepted 
unanimously. Tiela Chalmers reported 
that a draft of the Long Range Plan has 
been prepared with the help of Dan 
Bellm and is ready for review. A mini- 
Advance has been set for Sunday, May 5 
for that purpose and the Long Range 
Planning Committee hopes to have the 
plan ready to present to the congregation 
at the Annual Meeting on June 2. 

Paul Cohen presented the final rec- 
ommendations of the Elections 
Committee for changes to the composi- 
tion and duties of the Va’ad, including 
the addition of a second vice-president, 
changes to the presidential and vice- 
presidential duties and terms of office, 
and to the length of terms for the Va’ad 
members. The Va’ad approved two pro- 
posals, one for changing from the current 
to the proposed Va’ad terms, and one 
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that increased the president’s term of 
office to two years. 

Jeffrey Miller reported that the sound 
system in the sanctuary was stolen dur- 
ing the previous week. Va’ad members 
expressed their concerns about the lack 
of a policy requiring renters to have a 
coordinator to serve as a central point of 
contact and responsibility. After some 
discussion, the Va’ad passed a motion 
that requires every function at the 
building to have one person who is the 
responsible coordinator. Coordinators 
will be presented with a check-off sheet.

revisions, after which they were ap- 
proved by the Va’ad for presentation to 
the congregation at the annual meeting. 

Ben Schalit, chair of the Finance Com- 
mittee, presented the first draft of the 
1991-92 budget. A considerable amount 
of time was spent discussing not only 
the budget, but the need for a formal 
process for developing policy and setting 
our organizational direction and priori- 
ties. The Finance Committee will 
continue working on the budget based 
on this discussion, and will return to 
present a final draft at the May meeting. 
Upon passage by the Va’ad, the budget 
will also be presented to the congrega- 
tion at the annual meeting. 

Several questions were raised by 
members of the Dues Implementation 
Committee about their responsibilities 
and authority, and the Va’ad passed a 
proposal that made it a standing (as 
opposed to ad hoc) committee, with the 
membership to be comprised of the 
treasurer, two Va’ad members, and four 
at-large members of the congregation. 
A second proposal was passed that made 
this committee responsible for the col- 
lection of dues, as well as the dues 
pledges. Fundraising was discussed and 
Claudia Bernard will be working with 
the Finance Committee and other inter- 
ested members to develop some 
fundraising ideas for 1991-92 and be- 
yond. Brett Trueman reviewed the 
monthly financial statement and re- 
ported on our financial condition. Judy 
Schwartz presented four individuals 
who were voted in as members of the 
congregation. The Va’ad passed a mo- 
tion presented by Lisa Katz (on behalf 
of the Social Action Committee), that 
CSZ contribute $100 as co-sponsors of 
the showing of the Names Project AIDS 
Memorial Quilt at the Jewish Commu- 
nity Center during the week between 
Shavuot and Memorial Day. In response 
to a proposal from Mike Rankin, VAHC 
representative, a motion was passed to 
support a resolution asking President 
Bush to end discrimination against gays 
and lesbians serving in the armed forces. 
It will be presented to the UAHC at the 
next Biennial in November in Baltimore. 
After a full agenda the meeting was ad- 
journed at 10:15 pm, followed by aclosed 
session for Va’ad members.

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Gay and Lesbian Jewish Communities Expand 
in Great Britain and Germany 


The beginning of this new decade 
is witnessing the continuous growth of 
Gay and Lesbian Jewish communities in 
Europe, particularly in England and Ger- 
many. Jewish Gay and Lesbian life in 
London, which will be the site of the 
13th International Conference of Gay and 
Lesbian Jews in 1993, has witnessed 
remarkable development over the past 
year. Already London boasts three mem- 
ber organizations of the World Congress, 
more than any other city in the world. 
These are the Jewish and Lesbian Group 
(JGLG), the world’s oldest Gay and Les- 
bian Jewish organization, founded in 1972; 
the Jewish Lesbian and Gay Helpline; and 
Hineinu. 

T Ipline ‘@* service project 
rath n a reli Ss or social group 
like most other World Congress member 
Organizations. It provides a telephone 
service, staffed two evenings a week — 
Mon nd Thur — offering advice, 
cou a, and @::- to Jewish 
Lesbians and Gay . Since its formation 
some three years ago, it has emerged as a 
major resource. Many Digest readers may 
well have called the Helpline during visits 
to London to find out what was going on 
during their stay. At the same time, the 
Helpline is very conscious of the assist- 
ance it can offer to isolated Gay and 
Lesbian Jews: for instance, those who are 
just coming out, or young people still 
living at home, or members of Orthodox 
communities. In addition, together with 
the JGLG, the Helpline is listed as a 
resource in a pamphlet entitled “AIDS and 
the Jewish Community” prepared by the 
Interfaith Group of the Terrence Higgins 
Trust. 

Young people constitute the whole 
membership of the third London group, 
Hineinu, which was founded by and for 
Jewish Lesbians, Gay men, and Bisexuals 
up to the age of 26. The group meets 
regularly at London’s Lesbian and Gay 


Centre, where it held a very successful 
Hanukkah party in December. Hineinu 
was also the subject of an informative 
and supportive article in London’s Jewish 
Chronicle the day prior to London's Les- 
bian and Gay Pride Day last June. 

Recent months have also seen the es- 
tablishment of Beit Klal Yisrael, a con- 
gregation in North Kensington which has 
a high proportion of Lesbian and Gay 
members, though its outreach is aimed at 
all Jews who feel distanced from Judaism 
for various reasons. The community’s 
rabbi is American-born Sheila Shulman, a 
noted Lesbian feminist poet and author, 
who studied at London’s Leo Baeck Col- 
lege, the center of Britain’s Reform and 
Liberal movements, and who was ordained 
in 1989. 

Although London has always been 
Britain’s main Jewish population center, 
there are smaller communities in a number 
of other cities. Following last year’s highly 
successful 2nd European/Israeli Regional 
Conference of Gay and Lesbian Jews in 
Amsterdam, a number of Jewish Lesbians 
and Gay men, with help from London’s 
JGLG, formed the Jewish Gay and Les- 
bian Group—Northern Region, serving 
Manchester, Sheffield, Leeds, Nottingham, 
Birmingham, and Liverpool. Recent acti- 
vities have included an opera night and a 
Purim party, and a Passover seder is 
planned. JGLG—North can be contacted 
through London JGLG. 

On the European continent, LChaim — 
to life! — is the name of Germany’s first 
Jewish Gay and Lesbian group. The title 
is significant: Jewish life was once all 
but extinguished in Germany. In the pre- 
Hitler era, nearly 600,000 Jews lived in 
Germany. Today’s reunified Germany 
counts a Jewish population of barely 
30,000. Nonetheless, the horrors of Nazism 
did not obliterate the glories of Jewish 
culture in the Germany of yesteryear. 
Moreover, it was in Germany that the first

organized political movement for homo- 
ct a was launched, and the first 


h exual emancipation organization 
— e Wissenschaftlich-numanitares 
Komite (Scientific-Humanitarian Com- 
mittee) — was founded nearly a century 
ago, in 1897, by a Gay Jew, Dr. Magnus 
Hirschfeld. In the same city where that 
movement began, Berlin, Gay and Les- 
bian Jews organized themselves during 
1990 into a new group, LChaim. The 
Organization participated in the city’s 
Gay and Lesbian Pride festival in June 
— the first in which Lesbians and Gay 
men from both halves of Berlin could 
take part — and it has since organized a 
picnic and also a seminar on anti- 
Semitism. Reflecting Germany’s present- 
day Jewish population, many LChaim 
members are from other countries — 
especially the United States and Israel. 
Meanwhile, further life may be infused 
into today’s German Jewry — and, we 
hope, LChaim too! — by the current 
arrival of several thousand Jewish im- 
migrants from the Soviet Union. 


12th International Conference Coming! 


Plan now to be in San Francisco May 
24-27 for the 12th International Confer- 
ence of Gay and Lesbian Jews. Hosted by 
Sha’ar Zahav, San Francisco’s Lesbian and 
Gay congregation, the conference will take 
place at the Golden Gateway Holiday Inn, 
site of the 5th International Conference in 
1980, at which the World Congress was 
founded. 

A pre-conference workshop on creat- 
ing liturgy will be led by rabbi Yoel Kahn 
of Sha’ar Zahav on May 24. The confer- 
ence will open late that afternoon with 


a hospitality suite and exhibit hall high- 
lighting World Congress member organ- 
izations, followed by Shabbat evening 
services. The next three days will include 
exciting workshops, moving services, an 
exhibit of San Francisco Jewish art and 
literature, a dinner dance, a Gay and Les- 
bian music and comedy night, home 
hospitality dinners with Sha’ar Zahav 
members, and a boat tour of San Francisco 
Bay. 

Registration fees are discounted for 
attendees from outside of the USA and 


Canada, and are lower prior to March 
15. For specific information, registration 
forms, and scholarship requests, write to 
Sha’ar Zahav, 220 Danvers, San Francisco, 
CA 94114 USA.

Jewish Communities Sponsor 
Dialogues on Gay and 
Lesbian Issues 


Gay and Lesbian issues and concerns are increasingly the 
subject of discussion in Jewish communities. For example, at the 
59th annual Council of Jewish Federations (CUF) General Assem- 
bly, held last November in San Francisco, three different sessions 
highlighted concerns of Lesbians, Gay men, and Persons with 
AIDS. The sessions focused on Jewish communal and family 
responses to AIDS, coming out, and spiritual needs of Gay and 
Lesbian Jews. Speakers included Rabbi Yoel Kahn of Sha’ar Zahav 
and Andy Rose of the National Jewish AIDS Project. 

On February 13, Temple Emanu-El in Dallas sponsored a forum 
entitled “Homosexuality and the Jewish Viewpoint: A Reform 
Perspective’ The Reform Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
long on record opposing anti-Gay discrimination, last year be- 
came the largest United States religious body to agree to ordain 
clergy regardless of their sexual orientation. The University of 
Hartford Hillel invited Rabbi Chana Timoner, spiritual leader of 
Congregation Am Segulah, to participate in a discussion on 
Judaism and the Lesbian Gay community on March 7 as part of 
Jewish Awareness Week. The following Sunday, March 10, several 
Washington-area Jewish organizations and congregations — 
including Bet Mishpachah — co-sponsored a Jewish Community 
Dialogue on Gay and Lesbian Jews, addressing Jewish views 
toward homosexuality, family needs of Gay and Lesbian Jews, 
AIDS and the Jewish family, synagogue acceptance of Lesbian 
and Gay members, and many other subjects. Also co-sponsoring 
the dialogue was Parents and Friends of Lesbians and Gays. 

Other recent examples of Jewish communal support for Les- 
bian and Gay Jews and their families include the establishment in 
Rochester of a group called Parents and Friends of Jewish Gays 
and Lesbians, under the auspices of Rochester Jewish Family 
Services, and a grant of $2500 to Yakhdav by the Montreal Jewish 
Community Foundation to promote Yakhdav’s work in the Gay 
and Lesbian and Jewish communities.

Progress Toward Gay Rights in Israel 


Less than three years after the Knesset repealed Israel’s law 
criminalizing Gay sex (a holdover from the British mandate), 
significant strides toward guaranteeing equal rights for Lesbians 
and Gay men have been made. 

Last June, Judge Haim Eilat of the Tel Aviv District Court ruled 
that discrimination against Gay men and Lesbians in business 
was illegal. The previous month, in a case involving a belly dancer 
performing in restaurants, the Israeli Supreme Court ruled that 
kashrut licenses could be revoked only on the basis of food 
serving and preparation, and not other factors. In 1979, a threat- 
ened revocation of a kashrut license caused the 4th International 
Conference of Gay and Lesbian Jews to relocate. 

In July 1990, two weeks after Israel’s Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual 
Equality Week, a bill to amend the Equal Opportunities in the 
Workplace Law to guarantee equal rights without regard to 
sexual orientation was introduced into the Knesset, signed by 
MKs from the Civil Rights List, Mapam, Labor, Shinui, and Likud. 
Much support for the bill was garnered by the Israeli Gay activist 
group Otzma. 


Western, Northeastern and 
Southwestern Regionals 
Round Out 1990 


Following the successful European/Israeli and Midwestern 
Regional Conferences of Gay and Lesbian Jews held in Amster- 
dam and Toronto, respectively, the World Congress sponsored 
three more conferences in 1990. 

Seattle’s Congregation Tikvah Chadashah hasted the third 
Western Regional Conference August 10-11, on the heels of 
the Gay Games in Vancouver. Participants from western North 
America enjoyed several stimulating workshops, moving Shabbat 
services, entertainment by the Mazeltones klezmer band, and 
a report on gains for Lesbian and Gay Jews in the Reform 
movement. 

The fourth Northeast Regional returned to the Holiday Hills 
Conference Center in Pawling, New York, site of two previous 
conferences. Over 80 participants from Canada, the northeastern 
USA, and England came together the weekend of August 17-19 for 
Shabbat services, rustic hospitality, and a variety of workshops 
ranging from “Building Bridges to the Wider Jewish Community” 
to “Is Hiring a Rabbi the Right Thing to Do?” to “Living with a 
Non-Jewish Lover.’ Among the participants was a member of a 
new group, Am Chofshi, in Portland, Maine. 

Dallas’ Beth El Binah hosted the World Congress’ first South- 
western Regional Conference the weekend of December 14-16. 
Taking place during Hanukkah, the conference featured Shabbat 
and holiday celebrations, a discussion with World Congress 


leaders, and participation by area Reform rabbis.
